PUBS, clubs and police will be 
asked to launch a crackdown on 
public urination in and around 
Newmarket’s High Street. 

Town councillors this week exp¬ 
ressed concerns that party-goers 
who had spent an evening in the 
town's watering holes were not 
making it to the toilet in time - with 
grave and stinky consequences for 
the public - and the safety of 
children. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said: “What’s 
concerning me is that people are peeing 
everywhere because there are no toilets. 

“My concern is that where they go, that is 
leaving a great problem for infection.” 

Cllr Crickmere said there was a danger 
children would run their hands along 
woodwork where revellers had urinated. 

She said: “The committee of the town 
pastors say that they cannot insist people go 
and use a toilet, they just try and help them. 

“But I think we should try and ask the 
pubs to provide more toilets and perhaps 
we should have the town conveniences 
open.” 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett said new 
public conveniences were set to open next 
to the Memorial Hall in the town within six 
weeks, but they will not be kept open into 
the night.

She told councillors: “If you 
leave those toilets open all 
night long, you will have all 
sorts of shenanigans going on.” 

She suggested vandalism, 
copulation and drug use could 
take place in the unlocked loos. 

But some councillors said 
there was no need to provide 
more toilet facilities - revellers 
simply needed to be 
encouraged to use those 
already available. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, the town’s 
mayor, said: “It’s about people 
being responsible while they 
are in the town, it’s not about 
giving them more places to 
urinate.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said if 
new facilities were established 
to alleviate the problem, it 
should be the pubs and clubs 
themselves who pay as most of 
those using the night spots had 
come from outside the town. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
he told the Weekly News : “In 
our view, the residents of the 
town would not want us to 
spend tens of thousands of 
pounds on something which is 
the responsibility of the pubs 
and clubs.” 

The council will now write to 
these establishments to ask for 
their suggestions about what 
can be done to overcome the 
problem. 

The council will also app¬ 
roach the police for help, after 
Cllr Joy Uney suggested that 
the force could stage a crack¬ 
down on revellers relieving 
themselves in public. 

Cllr Crickmere said the 
current problem could result in 
people becoming ill. She said: 
“It’s up to us to make sure we 
can keep the High Street as 
clean as possible.”

river’s agony over 
stillbirth after crash 


A TAXI driver has said she feels 
“nothing but hatred for 
herself” after she crashed and 
caused her friend's unborn 
baby to be stillborn. 

Natalie Smith, 27, was working for 
cab firm A10 Taxis and was using one 
of the company’s vehicles for her own 
personal use when the horrific 
collision happened on February 10. 

She was driving along Great Drove 
in Swafiham Prior with a friend in the 
passenger seat and another friend, 
who was 39 weeks pregnant, in the 
back. 

It was at around 8.30pm that Smith 
lost control of the Vauxhall Zafira and 
ploughed into a tree, with the impact 
causing the car to burst into flames.

Smith and the front seat passenger 
both sustained serious injuries in the 
collision. Her pregnant friend was 
also seriously injured and her baby 
died as a result of the crash. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“As a result of the crash the baby was 
stillborn. 

“The mother also suffered fractures 
to the sternum and a head injury. She 
was in hospital for six days.” 

Smith, of Queensway, Soham, app¬ 
eared at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Friday and pleaded guilty 
to a charge of driving without due 
care and attention.

Smith, a single mum, told mag¬ 
istrates: “I’m extremely sorry, I can’t 
say sorry enough. 

“Every day of my life since the 
accident I have felt nothing but 


hatred for myself.” 

She explained how she had broken 
her hip, pelvis and sustained severe 
lacerations to one of her knees as well 
as facial injuries, and pleaded with 
the court not to disqualify her from 
driving. 

Smith is now employed as a taxi 
driver for another firm, having left the 
Ely-based A10 Taxis. 

Tony Birks, presiding magistrate, 
allowed Smith to keep her driving 
licence and endorsed it with six 
penalty points. 

He said: “I understand and realise 
that you have already been punished 
enough for this.” 

Smith was also fined £65 and was 
ordered to pay court costs of £70 and 
a £15 victim surcharge.

Shorter whips to 
welcome visitors 

SHORTENED whips are set to be 
included in the town’s new 
‘Welcome to Newmarket’ signs. 
While the national debate rumbles 
on over whether whips should be 
banned from horseracing, a 
committee - comprised of 
Newmarket Town Council, Forest 
Heath District Council, the Jockey 
Club and Suffolk County Council - 
has decided to include the piece of 
racing equipment in the signs. 

While presenting the design to the 
town council’s community services 
committee on Monday, Isabelle 
Barrett, town clerk, said: “They 
have got whips, they were very 
long originally, we thought we 
would just shorten them.” 

The draft version of the new signs 
currently refers to Newmarket as 
the “headquarters” of horseracing. 
Town councillors at the meeting 
narrowly voted to try to redraft the 
sign to read “home”, it is unlikely 
this will now be possible.

The committee will then question 
Judy Terry, the council’s portfolio 
holder responsible for the library 
review. 

There will also be an opportunity 
for those in the public gallery to 
comment on issues not already 
raised at the meeting.

Give kids 
space to 
play, says 
council 

ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour on a 
Newmarket estate could be tackled 
by giving youngsters a new multi-use 
games area. 

Ball games are currently pro¬ 
hibited in the small playground on 
the Phantom and Moreton dev¬ 
elopment. 

Multi-use games areas - high¬ 
sided areas designated for sports 
including football and basketball - 
already exist in the New Cheveley 
Road Play Area and in Studlands 
Park, and the council believes the 
Phantom and Moreton site could be 
just the place for a new one. 

Cllr foy Uney said there were few 
facilities available for young people 
living on the estate. 

She said the development’s gard¬ 
ens were small and while the skate- 
park was well-used, it was in great 
need of refurbishment. 

She said: “There’s a small play¬ 
ground; they are not supposed to 
throw balls about.” 

Cllr Keith Bovill, Newmarket’s 
mayor, said: “A lot of the anti-social 
behaviour is attributable to young¬ 
sters playing football in there.” 

He added in an age where many 
were trying to pull children away 
from computer screens, the games 
area was something to be en¬ 
couraged. 

The town council this week 
resolved to investigate sources of 
grants and sponsorship for such a 
project, including Forest Heath 
District Council. 


Man injured in

A 31-YEAR-OLD man sustained 
serious head injuries after falling 
from a horse in Newmarket. 

The Magpas Helimedix team were 
flown to the scene at Moulton 
Paddock, Newmarket, in the Magpas 
and police helicopter at around 
10am on Monday, May 31. 

Dr fames French and Ash Rich¬ 
ardson, a volunteer paramedic, 
administered A and E-level care to 
the man, anaesthetised him, and 
continued to treat him en route to 
Addenbrooke’s, where the man’s 
condition on arrival was described as 
critical.

Sainsbury’s had sought permission 
to transform the Clean Machine 
laundrette in the road with a 
Sainsbury’s Local store. 

Sara Beckett, a member of the Save 
Historic Newmarket committee, 
raised concerns about the number of 
big-name stores looking to move to 
Newmarket. 

She said: “My main concern is that 
Newmarket is being approached by 
all these big supermarkets which will 
surely damage the high street. 

“In view of the application by 


Tesco, in view of Asda taking over 
Netto and in view of yet another 
supermarket trying to come into 
Newmarket, we are concerned.” 

Louise Hamilton, spokeswoman 
for the Exning Road action group — 
which campaigned against the 
Sainsbury’s Local store because of 
traffic and parking issues - said: 
“When the Sainsbury’s proposals 
went through, they had a provision 
of opening 24-hours. 

“We agreed that as Exning Road is 
a residential area, it would be totally 
unsatisfactory to have that shop on 
our road.” 

Ms Hamilton said she did not 
necessarily object to the Morrison’s 
store in principle, provided there 
were no safety concerns and 
sufficient parking was available. 

A spokeswoman for Simons said: 
“The public consultation around the 
plans will be taking place over the 
coming weeks culminating in a

Stadium fined 
£5,000 after 
burning waste 


A £5,000 fine has been 
slapped on Mildenhall 
Stadium’s owner for illegally 
burning waste including car 
parts and plastics at the site. 

Under the trading name RDC 
Promotions, David Coventry 
pleaded guilty at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday, 
June 2, to knowingly permitting 
the burning of waste last year at 
the site in West Row. 

Coventry was also ordered to 
pay £1,256 costs to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

Sarah Nicholson, prosecuting 
for the agency, told the court 
Coventry had a history of burning 
waste at the site and had been sent 
a warning letter in September 
2008 after a fire in August, and he 
was advised to stop once again in 
2009. 

In all, Agency officers were 
alerted to burning at the stadium 
on three occasions, where, each

time, they discovered evidence of 
fires inside a large skip. 

Mrs Nicholson said Coventry 
had saved money by burning the 
waste rather than disposing of it 
properly, and while there was no 
evidence of environmental 
damage caused by the fumes, they 
did pose a risk. 

She said: “The fumes produced 
by the burning were acrid and 
potentially harmful although there 
was no evidence of actual 
environmental harm. 

“There would have been a 
financial benefit as the costs of 
proper disposal of the cardboard 
were avoided.” 

Coventry told officers that until 
2008, overspill waste that did not 
fit in a skip to be taken away was 
burned. 

He said since then, he burned 


only cardboard in the skips, but, 
he said, in June last year, an 
employee had set fire to the 
cardboard and the whole skip had 
gone up in flames. 

Mrs Nicholson said the burnt 
waste included food and drink 
cans, wires from burnt tyres, car 
parts and different plastics. 

Speaking after the hearing, Nick 
Dyer, Environment Agency officer, 
said: “Today’s proceedings should 
be a sufficient deterrent against 
continued burning of any waste at 
Mildenhall Stadium, as well as a 
warning to others. 

“Not only is the illegal disposal 
of waste to the detriment of the 
environment, it also undermines 
legitimate businesses.” 

Coventry owns the stadium with 
his brother, where they provide 
facilities including toilets and 
catering at the events which take 
place at the venue, including 
greyhound racing, speedway and 
stock car racing. 

























OAP waits year in 
icy house for heat

AN ELDERLY man was left in a 
home “as cold as an ice block” 
after he was stuck waiting for 
central heating for more than a 
year. 

Now the company behind the error 
has apologised and said it will carry 
out the work as soon as possible. 

In February 2010, 88-year-old Bert 
Pott, of Hall Lane, Burwell, qualified 
for a Government-funded central 
heating grant but to date, Warm Front 
has failed to make any improvements 
to his home. 

Mr Pott said: “When I was younger, 
I suppose I could have gone out and 
run round the block, but the older you 
get the harder it gets.” 

His son, Laurie Pott, 57, has been 
fighting his dad’s corner with little 
success. Laurie said: “He is not 
coping. 

“He could not do this himself, he is 
not now mentally or physically cap¬ 
able of doing what I’m doing and my 
brother’s doing, he is living on his 
own, he cannot battle people like this 
- nor should he have to.” 

A Warm Front representative visited 
Mr Pott in August to design the £3,500 
package of a gas boiler and radiators. 

An installer should then have been 
allocated to Mr Pott, and work should 
have been completed within five 
months. 

Gas needed to be supplied to his 
home, but Warm Front’s failure to log 
its quotation for the work froze the 
process, and the error was only 
discovered following investigations by 
the Weekly News.

Woman pulled knife on partner twice, jury told 


A NEWMARKET woman 
twice attacked her ex-part¬ 
ner with a knife after they 
had been out drinking, a 
court has been told. 

Lynette Miller, 32, of 
Carson Walk, has pleaded 
not guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court to two charges of 
assault. 

The court heard Miller, a 
mother-of-one, had argued 
with Michael Ritchie after 
he asked her if she was 
seeing someone else. 

On fanuary 21, Miller and 
Mr Ritchie had been drink¬ 


ing at a local pub before 
returning to her flat, pros¬ 
ecutor lamie Sawyer told 
the jury. 

Mr Sawyer alleged that 
Miller, who is visually 
impaired, had picked up a 
knife and held it against Mr 
Ritchie’s chin, causing a cut. 

The court heard from Mr 
Ritchie that he had not 
contacted police on that 
occasion because he was 
still in love with Miller and 
did not want to get her into 
any trouble. 

Mr Ritchie told the jury 


that defence claims that he 
sustained the cut to his chin 
when he fell over while 
walking to the flat carrying 
fish and chips was untrue. 

The second assault is 
alleged to have taken place 
two weeks later on February 
5 when the couple had 
again been out drinking 
together and returned to 
Miller’s flat. 

An argument broke out 
again and Miller picked up 
a kitchen knife and held it 
against Mr Ritchie’s torso 
and then used it to break 


the skin on his left arm, 
claimed Mr Sawyer. 

It is alleged that following 
that incident, Miller had 
gone into the kitchen and 
put her head inside the 
oven, causing her hair to 
catch fire, which Mr Ritchie 
put out using a glass of 
wine. 

She then put a cushion 
into the oven which also 
caught fire, said Mr Sawyer. 

When cross-examined by 
Maurice Aston, defending, 
Mr Ritchie said suggestions 
that he had taken a lighter 


from his pocket to set fire to 
Miller’s hair and used the 
knife to wound himself on 
the arm were a “complete 
fabrication”. 

Mr Ritchie said he only 
decided to contact police 
following the second inci¬ 
dent because he was 
concerned about Miller and 
felt physically frightened 
and intimidated by her. 

He said he no longer 
loved Miller. 

The trial continues.

Safety camera 
in wrong place 

Sir, The police have yet again 
stationed their ‘camera safety van’ 
on the A14 just after the A142 slip 
road heading for Cambridge. 

a) The parking bay used is on the 
inside of a corner. Clearly slowing a 
van down to park, and speeding it 
up to leave is likely to place the 
driver of the van and the public at 
risk - the visibility is just too poor 
for it to be safe. Many of the 
vehicles here are lorries, there’s a 
junction here, and a garage shortly 
after. 

b) The police accident statistics 
reveal 26 accidents within five 
miles of here, 11 of which involved 
no injuries at all, and only one 
serious injury. A number will have 
had absolutely nothing to do with 
speed. 

Point B is important because 
Suffolk safety camera partnership 
have time and again claimed they 
are “unable” to use a speed camera 
in Mildenhall by the Riverside 
middle school because there has 
not been any deaths at the site.

Sue Carty was named as the 
recipient of the McCalmont Cup 
for 2011 for her tireless work as 
manager of Somerset Court 
Sheltered Housing Scheme. Sue 
formerly worked as a nurse and 
then with social services as a 
carer to many residents within 


Cheveley and is due to retire in 
May. 

There are now four vacancies in 
the north and two in the south 
wards of the parish following the 
May 2011 local elections and 
these will be advertised on the 
notice boards. Anyone 
interested should contact the 
clerk for details of how to apply. 
It was noted that the transition to 
the new session of council post 
local elections had not been 
smooth and currently it was not 
possible for cheques to be 
signed and issued. The 
confusion giving rise to this 
situation is being resolved with 
the bank. 

The next meeting of the parish 
council will be held on Tuesday, 
June 14, in the Community 
Room at Cheveley School, at 
7.30pm. 

■ The annual parish meeting 
was held immediately after the 
annual general meeting at 
7.30pm. 

Residents of Cheveley parish 


attended the Community Room 
at Cheveley School on Tuesday, 
May 17. 

The 2011 recipient of the 
McCalmont Cup, which is 
awarded annually for 
outstanding service to the 
parish, was Sue Carty. 

A report from the outgoing 
chairman Sallie Thomas was 
read to the meeting and outlined 
a number of difficulties relating 
to staffing issues that had 
occurred during the year and 
thanked all those who volunteer 
in the parish. Elaine Taylor, who 
left the council in December, 
was thanked for her efforts as 
clerk. 

The jointly funded pedestrian 
safety initiative at the junction of 
Broomstick corner and the 
provision of grit bins were cited 
as noteworthy achievements of 
the year. 

It was noted that Cheveley’s 
element of the council tax had 
remained the same for two 
years and shortfalls were 


funded by grants and the 
council’s general reserves both 
of which, given the economic 
climate, cannot be relied upon in 
the longer term. As a 
consequence, the council tax 
element requested by the parish 
had to be increased for next year 
and in all likelihood in the 
coming years to sustain the 
parish’s community 
responsibilities and services. 
County-wide issues and updates 
were received from councillor 
Mathew Shuter followed by an 
introduction to the new district 
councillor Tom Kerby and 
reports received from clubs and 
organisations of the parish. 
Audience discussions centred 
on the loss of services to the 
village, facilities lacking at the 
recreation ground and the lack 
of use, compounded by the 
rising costs of maintaining the 
pavilion by Cheveley residents. 
Dog fouling and the need for 
dogs to be controlled, the 
replacement of goalposts and 


suitable sports equipment and 
the sustainability of the pavilion 
and its facilities in future years 
were requests received by the 
chairman for consideration by 
the council in the coming year. 
The chairman noted that to 
achieve many of the requests 
relied heavily on more 
commitment, involvement and 
participation by the community. 
The meeting was told that there 
were six vacancies for parish 
councillors - two in the south, 
and four in the north wards 
following the May 2011 local 
elections. 

To carry out the business of the 
parish it is necessary for a 
quorum of members to be 
present at council meetings and 
there is a danger that, through 
illness or commitments, it may 
not be possible for some 
meetings to take place. It is 
hoped some members of the 
community will apply for the 
positions. Full details from the 
clerk.

Ranges including Free 
From, Smart Price and 
Organics will be sold, and the 
lottery, cash machines and 
PayPoint will also be avail¬ 
able. 


Probe into council 
chief’s expenses 


EXPENSES claims made by 
Suffolk County Council’s chief 
executive are set to come under 
close scrutiny. 

The county counciFs dis¬ 
missal appeals committee was 
asked to look into whistle¬ 
blowing allegations levelled 
against Andrea Hill, the 
council’s chief executive, but 
rather than resolving the 
complaint, the committee 
decided her expenses claims 
warranted further investi¬ 
gation. 

A team will report back to the 
committee with its findings on 
June 24. 

Mrs Hill had been set to 
return from leave in early May, 
but she has been asked to take 
extended leave while anony¬ 
mous complaints levelled 
against her were investigated. 

The dismissals appeals 
committee met last Friday to 
discuss the matter, and while it 
ruled some of the accusations 
had been resolved, it saw fit to 
examine a number of the all¬ 
egations, as well as her expense 
claims, more closely. 

The committee has ruled the 
head of strategic HR, another 
senior officer implicated by the 
whistle-blower, had no case to 
answer. 


Speaking on the day of the 
meeting, a spokesman for the 
council said: “The dismissals 
appeals committee today 
received a preliminary report 
into whistle blowing allegations 
made against Andrea Hill. 

“The committee was able to 
resolve some of the allegations, 
however it felt that a number 
required further investigation. 

“In addition, as a result of 
FOI requests into expense 
claims by Andrea Hill, the 
committee has asked the 
investigation team to review 
those claims. 

“The findings will be rep¬ 
orted to the committee at their 
meeting on June 24. 

“Andrea Hill will remain on 
extended leave by mutual 
consent until that date.” 

Information obtained thro¬ 
ugh a Freedom of Information 
request showed Mrs Hill had 
claimed £1,784.72 for hotel 
stays during 2010/2011, inclu¬ 
ding a night in Aldeburgh’s 
Brudenell Hotel, which cost 
£120. 

She also spent three nights in 
the Sandbanks hotel near 
Bournemouth which cost £205 
a night, while her colleagues 
attending the same conference 
stayed in a hotel at £85 a night.

Mum’s plea to save 


hospital unit

A MUM is throwing her 
weight behind a campaign 
to prevent the closure of a 
hospital cardiac unit 
which saved her son's life. 

Karen Gannon’s son, Phillip, 
was just 11 days old when he 
underwent the first of three 
open heart procedures. 

Phillip was born with four 
major heart defects and spent 
months in intensive care at the 
Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London. 

Mrs Gannon says her son, now 
25, would not be alive today if it 
wasn’t for the dedication of 
surgeons and nurses at the 
specialist heart and lung centre. 

But despite being the largest 
specialist centre in the UK, the 
hospital’s children’s cardiac unit 
is now under threat of closure as 
part of major NHS cut-backs. 

Mrs Gannon, who lives with 
Phillip, her husband Colin, and 
other son, Chris, 21, in Clay 
Street, Soham, is among 
thousands of parents, including 
celebrities such as television 
presenter Philip Schofield, 
protesting against the proposals. 

Mrs Gannon, 49, said: “I am 
beside myself with anger and 
worry. 

“The unit, alongside surgeons 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
fought night and day to keep 
Phillip alive and they succeeded. 

“If it closes, the lives of 
children and adults are being 
put at risk.” 

Phillip, who has learning 


difficulties and mild cerebral 
palsy as a result of the extensive 
surgery he went through as a 
baby, is now a Soham Scout 
leader and works at Waitrose in 
Newmarket. 

He still attends the hospital for 
annual check-ups. 

Mrs Gannon said: “If it wasn’t 
for this hospital unit, Phillip 
wouldn’t be alive today 

“We, like so many families out 
there, owe them for keeping him 


alive. This unit cannot be 
allowed to close. 

“The more support that 
people show, the less likely it is 
to be shut down.” 

A consultation about the 
proposed closure has been 
launched and people have until 
July 1 to have their say. 

Patients’ charity The Bromp¬ 
ton Fountain has spearheaded a 
campaign against the proposed 
closure and say children’s lives 


will be put at risk.

Waste centre 
fight goes on 


THE fight to retain a 
waste recycling facility in 
Newmarket is not over 
yet. 

The Depot Road household 
waste recycling centre received 
a three-month reprieve in May 
after a storm of protest, in¬ 
cluding a 100-strong street 
protest in Newmarket on April 
2 . 

But, unless a way forward 
can be found, the site is still set 
to close July 31, forcing New¬ 
market residents to drive to 
Mildenhall to dispose of their 
waste. 

The Mildenhall site, accor¬ 
ding to Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
has led the fight against the 
Depot Road closure, is already 
operating at full capacity. 

The site’s current contractors 
have expressed a willingness to 
keep running the site, provided 
they are paid £227,000 a year to 
do so - the amount of money 
Suffolk County Council is 
currently paying out for the 
site. 

Speaking at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council on 
Monday, Cllr Hirst said: “As far 
as the contractors are con¬ 
cerned, give them that amount 
of money and they will run it.” 

It is possible Donarbon could 
help run the recycling centre in 
conjunction with Open Door, a 
Newmarket charity which curr-

ently has an arrangement with 
the Depot Road centre. 

John Durrant, general man¬ 
ager of the charity, who did not 
attend the meeting, said neg¬ 
otiations were ongoing. 

He said: “I’m optimistic we 
may be able to continue to 
provide some of the services 
provided by the county council, 
hopefully with the support of 
the district and town councils.” 

However, concerns were 
raised about the level of service 
Open Door would be able to 
provide. 

Speaking of a more limited 
service, Cllr Shirley Crickmere 
said: “That would be rubbish.” 

Payment by residents for the 
service was again mooted at 
the meeting. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert described 
the facility as a priority for 
Newmarket and added: “If they 
did go ahead and close this, 
there would be uproar in the 
town.” 

Cllr Michael Jeffreys said: “I 
think we should write to Forest 
Heath reaffirming our deter¬ 
mination to keep the waste 
recycling centre open.” 

Cllr Hirst said a letter would 
be sent to Forest Heath in a bid 
to keep the site open.

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It smells like a winner 


A SMELLY, kindly, mysterious 
tramp is one of the latest 
creations to spring forth from 
David Walliams’s fertile 
imagination. 

But, unlike Little Britain s Lou and Andy, 
Vicky Pollard and rubbish transvestite Emily 
Howard, Mr Stink started life on the page as 
the title character of Walliams’s second book 
for children, published in 2009. 

Now, Mr Stink is coming to life on stage 
in what will be the world’s first ‘scratch ‘n’ 
sniff’ production (yep, you read that right!), 
showing at the Cambridge Arts Theatre next 
week. 

“It has come off the page wonderfully and 
the actors have captured the characters 
brilliantly,” Walliams enthuses when I catch 
up with him for a chat in advance of the 
play’s premiere. “I’m really excited to see it 
on the first night.” 

Mr Stink tells the story of a 12-year-old 
girl, Chloe, who befriends a local tramp and 
takes him to live in her garden shed, 
unbeknown to her snobby mother, who is 
campaigning to rid the streets of the 
homeless. It’s a tale of friendship and 
believing in people, no matter what they look 
(or smell) like - as well as being packed with 
plenty of laughs.

emotional. So when the company came to 
me and said they’d love to do a stage version 
of it, I was delighted. It was very flattering 
that someone would want to do that, and it 
gives the book more life, as well as being a 
chance for more people to enjoy it. 

“I went to rehearsals last week for a 
couple of hours to see a run-through and it’s 
actually a very faithful adaptation. I got quite 
teary-eyed at one point! 

“What’s lovely too is that they’ve added in 
songs, which is obviously something you 
can’t really have in a book. 

“He (Mr Stink) is a really fun character, 
and he’s got a secret which you don’t find 
out until the end of the story.” 

Where did the idea for Mr Stink come 
from? 

“It’s hard to say where an idea comes from 
when you’re creatively writing, it just kind of 
came out of my imagination.” He pauses, 
then adds with a laugh: “Though at the time 
I was writing it I was doing a Harold Pinter 
play with Sir Michael Gambon. And though 
Michael Gambon doesn’t smell in any way - 
he’s a wonderful, very lovely-smelling man - 
he was very eccentric and very funny and I 
suppose I had his voice in my head when I 
was writing the character.” 

Mr Stink is also a story about an outsider: 
a theme which Walliams, who was bullied at 
school for his effeminate ways (his nickname 
was ‘Daphne’ and he presumed he was gay 
until finding he had crushes on girls at sixth 
form), has returned to repeatedly in his work. 

“I’ve always been drawn to outsiders,” he 


explains. “A lot of the characters in Little 
Britain, for instance, were outsiders who 
triumph. People misread it and thought we 
were talking down to our characters, but 
actually we were showing that ultimately 
they’re winners.” 

It was with Little Britain that Walliams, 
along with comedy partner Matt Lucas, 
earned his place among our great 
contemporary comedy writers. The double- 
BAFTA-winning show, which ran for three 
series in the UK and was broadcast in the 
US, Russia, Australia and most of Europe, 
still dominates the nation’s catchphrase 
repertoire, while Little Britain Series One 
became the fastest-selling UK television 
DVD ever when released in 2004. 

“It was more successful than me and Matt 
ever dreamed it would be,” Walliams admits. 
“We were delighted that it did so well. It 
transformed our lives.” 

I ask him if people still quote lines from 
the show at him when he’s out and about. 

“All the time!” he laughs. “Every day I’ll 
walk past a building site and someone will 
shout, ‘I’m a lady! ’ and you have to pretend 
it’s the first time it’s ever happened. 

“But I’ve only got myself to blame.”

VERY good things come to 
those who wait. 

After the sinking ship of Pirates 
Of The Caribbean: On Stranger 
Tides and the pounding 
headache of The Hangover Part 
II, the omens were distinctly ill 
for this summer season. 
Thankfully British director 
Matthew Vaughn, who lifted 
spirits last year with the 
deliciously foul-mouthed Kick- 
Ass, repeats the feat with this 
exhilarating, action-packed 
prequel based on the hugely 
popular Marvel Comics. 

After the lukewarm reception to 
spin-off X-Men Origins: 

Wolverine, Vaughn delivers a 
sleek and satisfying opening 
chapter that establishes the 
mythology of the iconic 
characters and provides 
tantalising glimpses of where 
the series can go next. 

The film opens in Poland in 1944 
with young Erik Lehnsherr 
(Michael Fassbender) unlocking 
his devastating power of 
magnetism thanks to the 
provocation of a sadistic 
concentration camp 
commandant (Kevin Bacon). 



At the same time in Westchester, 
New York, young telepath 
Charles Xavier (James McAvoy) 
meets shape-shifter Raven 
Darkholme (Jennifer Lawrence) 
and they become close friends. 

Fast forward to 1962 and Erik is 
hunting down the commandant 
to exact revenge for his parents. 

It transpires that the German 
officer has reinvented himself as 
power-hungry globe-trotter 
Sebastian Shaw, who intends to 
spark nuclear war between 
Russia and America aided by 
mutant sidekicks Emma Frost 
(January Jones), Azazel (Jason

Standing in his way are Charles, 
Raven and five gifted mutants - 
Angel (Zoe Kravitz), Banshee 
(Caleb Landry Jones), Beast 
(Nicholas Hoult), Darwin (Edi 
Gathegi) and Havok (Lucas Till). 
At first Charles and Erik work 
together to defeat Sebastian, 
their common enemy. 

However, a grave rift opens 
between the mutant leaders, 
lighting the fuse on the brutal 
and bloody war between the X- 
Men and Magneto’s 
brotherhood. 

X-Men: First Class is a terrific 
reinvention, adhering closely to 
the comics to appease fans 
while entertaining cinema 
audiences with a tight script, 
snappy editing and directorial 
brio. 

McAvoy and Fassbender are 
assured actors, capable of 
heartbreaking emotion, and 
there are plenty of tears here as 
nuclear war looms. 

The only quibble is 
Fassbender’s wavering accent, 
which jigs from Europe to 
County Kerry and resonates so 
strongly of the Emerald Isle by 
the closing frames that you have 
to question if the Polish prologue 
was fantasy.

It’s official - the A428 
is England’s worst road 


IT'S pretty much what we 
all knew anyway, but now 
it’s official - the A428, 
taking drivers between the 
A1 and the Mil near 
Cambridge, has been 
named as England’s least 
reliable major road. 

Only 34.8 per cent of journeys 
taken on East Anglia’s key link 
road from the Mil to the A1 
between May 2010 and April 2011 
were on time, statistics from the 
Department for Transport 
showed. 

And drivers making the 
reverse journey, from the A1 
near St Neots in Cambridgeshire 
to the Mil north west of 
Cambridge completed only 38.9 
per cent of journeys on time 


during the same period. 

The A428 proved even worse 
than the often-jammed M25, 
where the section between 
junction 16 near Uxbridge in west 
London and junction 23 at South 
Mimms in Hertfordshire was the 
third-worst road, with only 43.7 
per cent of journeys on time. 

The most reliable stretch of 
road managed by the Highways 
Agency in the 12 months to April 
was the M4 between Wales and 
junction 15 south of Swindon in 
Wiltshire. 

A total of 93.4 per cent of 
journeys on the west-bound, 
Wales-heading stretch of this 
section of motorway were on 
time, while the on-time figure for 
reverse journeys was 92.5 per 
cent. 

The third-best road for 


punctuality was the stretch of the 
M5 between its junction with the 
M6 in the West Midlands and its 
junction 15 north of Bristol, with 
an on-time record of 90.0 per 
cent. 

The figures also showed that 
78.6 per cent of journeys made on 
Highways Agency-managed roads 
- which are motorways and major 
A roads in England - were on time 
between May 2010 and April 
2011. 

This is 0.3 per cent better than 
in the 12 months ending March 
2011 and continues a gradual 
improvement in reliability seen 
over the last 10 months. 

During April 2011, 85.3 per cent 
of journeys on the agency’s roads 
were on time - a 4 per cent 
improvement on the April 2010 
figure. 


Audi shows off supermini skills 
with the A1 clubsport quattro 


A LARGER-THAN-LIFE 
500bhp version of the 
smallest Audi to date made 
its debut last week at 
Austria’s 30th annual 
Wortherseetour meeting for 
VW fans. 

The one-off A1 clubsport 
quattro, pictured above, 
uses a heavily modified 
version of the RS 3 
Sportback’s turbocharged 
five-cylinder petrol engine to 
deliver electrifying 
performance which is 
headlined by figures 
including 0-62mph in 3.7 
seconds and 0-124mph in 
just 10.9 seconds. 

The heart of the Audi A1 
clubsport quattro is a 
classic Audi petrol engine - 
a five-cylinder unit dis¬ 
placing 2.5 litres with turbo¬ 
charging and direct fuel 
injection. Compared with the 
version used in the Audi TT 
RS and RS 3 Sportback on 
which it is based, the TFSI’s 
output has been increased 
dramatically to 500bhp and 
660Nm of torque. Maximum 
power is available between 
2,500 and 5,300rpm. 

The turbocharger, 
intercooler, induction tract 
and the exhaust line have 
been systematically tuned 
for high performance. As on 
the Audi A4 DTM, the 
tailpipe is located on the left

flank, just in front of the rear 
wheel. 

Another area where the A1 
clubsport quattro shines is 
in its overall weight of just 
1,390 kilograms. This helps 
it to catapult from 0 to 


62mph in 3.7 seconds, and 
from 0 to 124mph in just 
10.9 seconds. The 50- 
70mph overtaking surge 
can be dispatched in fourth 
gear in just 2.4 seconds. 

A six-speed manual 


transmission and quattro 
permanent all-wheel drive, 
both taken from the TT RS 
and enhanced, deliver the 
power to all four wheels.

JOHN Warren was upbeat despite Carlton

If he takes on the 
same horses again, who knows? The result 
might be different.”

Moore looked distraught after the finish, 
and gestured angrily towards other 
jockeys, while Stoute appeared to rue the 
minor ankle strain the favourite - who also 
lost a shoe in the final furlong - suffered in 
the build-up. 

“He’s run very well, but things just haven’t 
gone right,” said the Newmarket handler. 
“He had a hold-up close to the race and 
during it he got too far back and then had 
to run wide into the straight. 


“He’s still a high-class horse and he will 
have a big day.” 

Meanwhile, Ed Dunlop feels the future is 
bright for Native Khan after he was a 
highly-creditable fifth. The grey arrived at 
Epsom off the back of an excellent third 
behind Frankel in the 2000 Guineas and 
was stepping up a full half-mile in 
distance. 

The three-year-old travelled strongly for 
Johnny Murtagh and while he could not 
quite pick up as well as Pour Moi and 
Carlton House, he was not beaten far. 
Dunlop said: “It was a very good run. He 
was only beaten two-and-a-half lengths and 
Johnny said he could have maybe finished a 
length closer if things had gone his way. 
“We haven’t made any decisions on where 
our horse goes next and we’re in no rush. 
He’s in the Irish Derby and there are 
various options, but we’ll just see how the 
horse is and go from there.”

WILLIAM Haggas heaped the 
plaudits on jockey lohnny Murtagh 
as Dancing Rain produced an all- 
the-way victory in the Investec 
Oaks. 

The filly’s win made it a 100 per 
cent record for Newmarket’s 
Somerville Lodge trainer, who has 
now had two entries in Epsom 
Classics and two winners. 

Murtagh performed a master 
class on Dancing Rain to guide the 
20-1 shot to a three-quarter length 
victory from Wonder Of 
Wonders. 

And Haggas, whose last runner in 
an Epsom Classic was Derby winner 
Shaamit in 1996, said: “This is what 
it’s about. It’s just a matter of getting 
the right horse and, on this 
occasion, the right jockey. 

“I’ve tried interfering and giving 
instructions to senior jockeys before 
but they never listen. It’s my job to 
tell them how the horses go in the 
morning. 

“Dancing Rain is a big, 
long-striding filly and we got lucky 
because we were left alone in front, 
lohnny was able to pop her back to 
sleep for a bit and bide his time. 

“lohnny had watched the videos 
of her races and he thought there 
wouldn’t be much pace, so he asked 
if I minded if he rode her from the 
front. 

“She ran a great race and was 
given a great ride.” 

Murtagh said: “She set a nice pace 
but she was ducking and diving 
forever, so I knew there was loads 
left in the tank. 

“I thought that if we got to the 


six-furlong pole she could maintain 
a good gallop down the last six and 
it would take something to pick her 
up in the last half-mile.” 

Looking ahead, Haggas selected 
the Irish Oaks as Dancing Rain’s 
next target, although she would 
need to be supplemented. 


He said: “We’ll be minding her 
carefully. When her regular rider - 
my wife, Maureen - is back riding 
her we’ll see how she is and whether 
to go for the Irish Oaks.” 

Maureen Haggas broke her leg 
the day after her 50th birthday 
during routine stalls practice with 


Dancing Rain.. She said: “It was one 
of those silly accidents - it wasn’t 
her fault - but unfortunately I broke 
my fibula.” Her husband added: “It 
has been pretty frustrating for her, 
but I told her old women shouldn’t 
be riding because they have brittle 
bones!”

It means Huff leads the way on 
150 points after eight races, with 
Muller on 119 and Menu on 104. 

Chevrolet dominate the 
constructors’ standings on 322 points, 
with Seat on 193 and BMW on 185. 
The series moves to Brno in the Czech 
Republic on June 18 and 19. 


Fan-fare as Botti 
eyes continent 

MARCO Botti is eyeing Pattern-race 
prizes on the continent for Fanunalter 
after he finally justified his trainer’s faith 
by landing the Group Three Diomed 
Stakes at Epsom on Saturday. 

The Italian trainer has always held the 
son of Falbrav in high regard and having 
run with credit at Meydan early in the 
year, he made a winning return to 
Britain and opened his Group-race 
account on Derby day. 

"I’m delighted with him. It was a great 
performance - we always knew he had 
the ability to win a Group race,” said 
Botti. “He needs thing to fall right for 
him and he has been unlucky a few 
times in the past, but he is a talented 
horse. Adam (Kirby) gave him an 
absolutely brilliant ride.” 

» A mouth-watering clash between Frankel, 
Dream Ahead and Wootton Bassett could be 
on the cards for the St James’s Palace 
Stakes, the big race on the opening day of 
Royal Ascot on Tuesday. 

Certainly, Henry Cecil’s runaway 2000 
Guineas winner and Wootoon Bassett are due 
to lock horns, but if David Simcock decides 
the ground is not right for Dream Ahead, his 
colt could make his belated seasonal debut at 
the Prix Jean Prat at Chantilly on July 3. 

» Colombian, trained in Newmarket by 
John Gosden, ran a brilliant race to 
finish fourth in the Prix du lockey Club 
at Chantilly behind Alain de 
Royer-Dupre’s Reliable Man. 

Gosden said: “That was a super run. I 
don’t usually bring a maiden winner 
from Chester to the Prix du Jockey Club, 
but he is a young horse who has a great 
future.” 

Another Newmarket raider, Godolphin’s 
Casamento, was prominent in the 
straight but faded to ninth.” 

» Ed Dunlop’s brilliant filly Snow Fairy 
remains firmly on course to make her return 
to action in the Pretty Polly Stakes at the 
Curragh on June 25. 

The four-year-old enjoyed a quite astounding 
campaign in 2010, winning the Oaks at 
Epsom and the Irish equivalent before taking 
further top-level prizes in Japan and Hong 
Kong. 

She has not been seen since December 
having suffered an injury, but Dunlop is 
pleased with her current condition and hopes 
to have his filly ready to return in fewer than 
three weeks. 

» After the success of the Cheltenham 
Festival Preview evening at Swynford 
Hotel, the Newmarket hotel is the 
venue for a similar event on Sunday for 
the Royal Ascot meeting. 

Oaks-winning trainer William Haggas is 
the host for the evening with the panel 
including Luca Cumani, William Buick, 
Simon Crisford, Channel 4 Racing’s 
Emma Spencer, the BHA’s senior 
handicapper Phil Smith and Luke Tarr, 
from the sponsors Star Sports.
